Education Task Force To Hold Public Hearings 


The House Democratic Education 
Task Force has embarked on a series of 
public hearings to solicit input on the type 
of public education system that Michigan 
should have to meet the needs of stu- 


— dents in the twenty-first century. 


The Committee has announced that 
the next two hearings will be held on 
Thursday, September 9, in Kalamazoo 


(City Chambers, 1 to 5 p.m.) and on™ 


Friday, September 17, in Detroit (King 
High School, 9 a.m. to 5 p.m.). The 
Detroit meeting will probably be the last 
to be held in the southeast Michigan 
area. 

"Everything should be on the table 
when it comes to education reform,” said 
Representative Gregory Pitoniak (D—Tay- 
lor), who is amember of the Task Force. 
"House Democrats are intent on putting 
the needs of children first. The Task 
Force also concluded that any proposal 
to educate our children and pay for that 
education must embrace several basic 
principles in order to receive support 


_ from House Democrats.” __ 


-Accordingto Pitoniak, the Task Force 
recognizes that the Michigan Constitu- 
tion mandates that the "legislature shall 
maintain and support a system of free 
public elementary and secondary schools 
...' (Article VIII, Section 2). 

In addition, the Task Force supported 
the following principles:

e All children must be provided with an 
opportunity for a quality public educa- 
tional program, regardless of where 
they live. 
e The quality of education must be 
based on the needs of the children. 
¢ Local control of the schools must be 
maintained. 
¢ The high quality of education pro- 
vided in some districts must be sup- 


ported while upgrading the quality of 
others. 

¢ Afair, equitable, and efficient mecha- 
nism for funding public education must 
be developed through the evaluation 
of all current and potential revenue 
SOUICEeS. 

Pitoniak stated, "There is no free 
lunch when it comes to funding educa- 
tion. ... We will seek to insure that taxes 
are fair and supportive of elevating the 
quality of our public educational system.” 

Pitoniak said that the Task Force's 
hearings around Michigan are an at- 
tempt to develop a consensus from edu- 
cators, parents, and business leaders on 
what education reform should include. 

"Inthe past, improving public educa- 
tion has always primarily centered on 
responding to demands for increased 
funding for current programs,” Pitoniak 
said. "We have rarely, if ever, asked what 
was needed." 

The House Democratic Education 
Task Force was created by Speaker 
Curtis Hertel (D—Detroit) following Legis- 
lative approval of Senate Bill 1 (SB 1), 
which, now that it has been signed into 
law, will cut property taxes by 65% through 
elimination of all local school operating 
taxes, effective July 1994. 

It has been estimated that SB 1 
eliminated about $6.3 billion in local 
school revenue. U

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omulus Profile: Mike Prybyla

Mike Prybyla, a 26-year Romulus 
resident, has been working in the envi- 
ronmental health.field since he gradu- 
ated from Ferris State College in 1966. 
At that time, he went to work for the 
Wayne County Health Department— and 
he continues his employment with that 
County agency today. 

Inarecent interview, the 52-year-old 
Prybyla said, "At first, | was an inspector 
for the Public Health Sanitation Division. 
In that position, | inspected restaurants, 
mobile-home parks, swimming pools. . . 
in short, anything that the public would 
have access to and that would require 
a State health certificate in order to 
operate." 

In 1975, Prybyla emerged from the 
University of Michigan's graduate school, 
having earned his master's degyee in 
environmental health administration. 
Shortly thereafter, he was promoted to 
area supervisor and, in 1989, became 
the overall departmental manager of the 
County's Environmental Health Depart- 
ment, a post which he holds to this day. 


When asked what prompted him into 


the field of environmental health, Prybyla 
replied, "First, | was attracted to the 
biological aspect of environmental health. 
Then, after further checking, | saw that 
environmental health would, before too 
long, become an important issue in our 
society. Also, on the practical side, it 
seemed that a lot of job openings would 
soon be created in the environmental 
field.” 

Throughout the years, the Detroit 
native has been a member of several 
organizations, both professional and 
civic. In 1981, he joined the Romulus 
Rotary Club, of which he is stilla member. 

"| started out as a regular board 
member," Prybylasaid, "andwentthrough 
the chairs (a procedure whereby a mem- 
ber automatically moves up from the 
lowest office to the top).” 

Prybyla noted that, from 1987 to 
1989, he was the Club's president. 

After stating that he was a board 
member of the Romulus Little League 
from 1978 to 1982, Prybyla recalled his 
time on the City Planning Commission 
as an appointee of former Romulus may el 
Bill Oakley. 

When queried as to what was the 
most significant development to occur 
while he was onthe Commission, Prybyla 
answered, "It was during that time that 
the City developed a master plan for 
zoning. 

"This," he continued, "resulted in a 
major impact on the trucking industry. 
Before the zoning went into effect, truck- 
ing firms were merely ‘spot-zoned.' In 
other words, several truck depots were 
adjacent to residential areas." 


The master zoning plan, Prybyla 


continued, was also an instrument 


whereby the new trucking zone areas 
were given good access to, andfrom, the 
expressway. 

From 1984 to 1988, Prybyla was a 
member of the School Board for South- 
gate's Aquinas High School. 

"| was appointed through St. Aloy- 
sius," he explained. "As St. Aloysius was 
associated withAquinas, the Church had 
to have one representative onthe School 
Board, and | accepted the appointment.” 

Since 1966, Prybyla has been an 


active member of the Michigan Environ-. 


mental Health Association. The Group 
meets two or three times each year, he 
said, and each gathering is a good op- 
portunity to stay abreast of current envi- 
ronmental issues. 

Lastly, from 1985 to 1989, Prybyla 
was president of the American Federa- 
tion of State and County Municipal Em- 
ployees union, or AFSCME. 

"When | first became president,” 
Prybyla stated, "there were many prob- 
lems in the union, including financial 
problems. The membership was down 
and the workers had been without a 
contract for five years. Also, the Wayne 
County Hospital had closed the previous 
year, and the County had widely dis- 
persed many of the Hospital's former 
employees. With all this, the Union was, 
more or less, ‘inactive’ at that time.” 

Prybyla then said that, after his elec- 
tion as AFSCME's president, member- 
ship grew, the employees andthe County 


.s0on agreed on acontract, andthe Union 


treasury went from a $6,000 deficit to a 
surplus of $17,000. 

Although he was elected as Union 
president by atwo-to-one margin, Prybyla 
said, "| don't consider my time as Union 
president to be political. | considered it 
as ajob that had to be done — and, since 
| was a member, | took it on." 

When asked to speak to future pro- 
fessional goals, Prybyla said, "Promo- 
tions will be available in the future, de- 
pending upon the County's financial de- 
cision with regard to filling the positions. 
Also, I'm eligible for retirement, but my 
decision on that will depend on the pos- 
sibility of promotion.” 

If he opts for retirement, Prybyla 
noted, he would then either seek out 
another environmental health position or 
change careers. In his chosen field, 
Prybyla would aim for an administrative 
position—an example of which, he noted, 
would be apost as hospital administrator 
in the area of environmental health 
cleanup. 

Recently, Prybyla filed petitions to 
have his name placed onthis November's 
ballot as a candidate for Romulus City 
Council. Since each of the current mem- 
bers of the Council, when profiled by The 
Romulus News, was given an opportu- 


_hity to list three Council achievements of | 


which he/she was most proud, Prybyla-— 


as a Council candidate — was asked to 
list three goals that he would pursue if 
elected in November. 

"First, | think we need to improve the 
entrances to the City. Although things 
seem to be moving that way now, | would 
like this to move much faster. | feel that 
this would help with City beautification. 

"Some years ago,” he added, "the 
Downtown DevelopmentAuthority made 
improvements in two or three blocks 
Downtown, but what about the rest of the 
City?" 

In noting his second City Council 
goal, Prybyla stated, "| would like to work 
on seeing that City ordinances are better 
regulated and enforced. Since | have 26 
years of experience in spotting viola- 
tions, | feel that I'm well qualified for that 
job. Even now, | see several areas where 
ordinances are not enforced, and | feel 
that improvements could be made in all 
those areas." 

More residential development within 
the City is Prybyla's third Council goal. 
We must, he said, encourage develop- 
ers to come to Romulus and build new 
homes. The zoningis already in place for 
this, he concluded. 

Prybyla and his wife Midge have 
been married for 26 years. Employed by 
SouthwestAirlines, Midge is an adminis- 
trative coordinator and works out of De- 
troit Metropolitan Airport. The couple have 
two adult children. Son Lee, 25, has 
been in the construction trades for two 
years. Twenty-three-year-old Heather 
works at Farmington’s Transame rica Title

performs mortgage closings. Anaccount- 





ing graduate of Western Michigan Uni- 
versity, Heather ultimately wishes to be- 
come a certified public accountant. 

Turning to leisure-time activities, 
Prybyla described himself as an "avid" 
golfer, and, grinning, told of his first "hole 
in one," which he notched on August 2. 

When not working for Southwest, 
Midge operates her own interior design 
and antique shop in Ypsilanti. The shop 
is open two and a half days per week. 

Together, the Prybylas enjoy travel- 
ing, and are attempting to visit all 48 
contiguous states; currently, they have 
six more to go.

When he was 16 years old, Prybyla ac- 
companied his father, Mike, on a 30-day 
African safari. 

"Living in tents and such, it was very 
primitive," he recalled, "but the scenery 
was beautiful. We were in Kenya, in the 
area near Mount Kilimanjaro." 

As the interview drew to aclose, the 
intensely focused yet very personable 
Prybyla was asked why he wishes to be 
on the Romulus City Council. 

He replied, "| feel that, with the edu- 
cation and work experience that I've had, 
| have a lot to contribute to the City’s 
operations, including the decision-mak- 
ing policies of the legislative branch of 
City government. 

"Also," he added, "| feel that | have 
new insights on some of the City’s prob- 
lems — and, with my new perspective on 
these issues, | also hope to stimulate 
other Council members."

Six Secrets to Successful Investing 


~ By Grover Kahl, financial planner 


Successful investing is one of the 
key things that we must do to live a 
fulfilled life. Successful investing will help 
us accumulate enough money to retire 
comfortably and provide us with that 
feeling of satisfaction that comes from 
Knowing our financial future is secure.

Whenwe add 
the impact of taxes to this picture, it looks 
much worse. For example, if you're ina 
28% tax bracket and inflation is averag- 
ing just four percent, you need to earn a 
5.6% return on your investments just to 
break even after taxes and inflation. We 
must fully understand that our real risk is 
our risk of losing purchasing power after 
taxes and inflation. 
Invest Long Term 

Often the short-term volatility of the 
day leads investors astray. In effect, they 
can't see the forest for the trees. While 
the markets have been extremely vola- 
tile in the short run, they have, over the 
long run, produced tremendous results. 
Use Professional Management 

In 1985, Harvard conducted a study 
which found that 86% of the people who 
had invested in individual stocks lost 
money. Remember that the market, over 
the long run, has average return of 10% 
to 12%. More importantly, the study indi- 
cated that 85% of the people who in- 
vested in mutual funds made money. 
The difference was that individual inves- 
tors were often emotionally whipsawed 
into buying at the top and selling near the 
bottom. By using aprofessional manager, 
investors were able to eliminate the emo- 
tional stress of individual security selec- 
tion in long-term investment planning. 
Diversification Reduces Risk 

lf an investor was to buy an indi- 
vidual stock, the risk that he/she would 
take is more than six times the market 
risk. With four stocks, there would still be 
a risk over two and a half times the stock 
market. In fact, it takes 100 individual 
stocks to have a diversified portfolio. To 
achieve this, it would require about 


~ $500,000 in investments. This is imprac-
